Help Against Any 
Nucleor Threats 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. - 
(AP) — The Soviet Unton. the 
United States and Britain were 
on record today with pledges to 
rally the U.N. Security CouncU 
against any nuclear threat to a 
natkm that has renounced nu- 
clear weapons. 


Canada. Denmark, Paraguay.

WASHINGTON iAP) — After 
more than a week of publk de- 
bate sparked by the assassina- 
tion of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
a Senate subcommittee plans to 
consider a new bill to ban the 
mail order sale of rifles and 
shotguns. 


Sen. Thomas J. Dodd. D- 
Conn.. said he hopes his sub- 
committee on juvenile delin- 
quency could take some action 
today. Whatever it does will be 
subject to review by the parent 
Judiciary Committee at a meet- 
ing set for Wednesday. 


Both meetings come before 
the Wednesday midnight dead- 
line for Presklent Johnson to 
iign, veto or ignore the omnibus 
crime control biU and its gun 
control section now on his desk. 


If he takes no actkm on the 
measure, rushed through Senate 
and House within two days of 
the June 5 pistcd attack on Ken- 
nedy, it will become law. 


Johnson has criticized the gun 
contnd proviskm—which bans 
only the mail order sale of pis- 
tols—as too weak and has urged 
quick action on the bdl before 
Dodd's subcommittee. 


Sponsored by 28 senators and 
introduced last week, it would 
ban the sale of shoulder wea- 
pons thmgh the mail and to 
Juveniles and nonresidents of a 
aUte. 


Dodd also has offered a bill 
providing 
compulsory 
federal 
registration of all firearms and 
prohibiting sale at ammunition 
to anyone unable to furnish 
proof that his firearm Is regis- 
tered. 


The even stricter measure has 
been offered by Sen. Joseph D. 
Tidings, D-Md. It not only 
would require the registration of 
all fkrearms but a license for 
their purchase or possesaion. 


The states would be given a 
chance to enact their own regis- 
tratk» and licenaing laws under 
TVdings' bUl, but the proposed 
federal legislation would control 
in states that failed to act.

WASHINGTON (AP) — For- 
mer President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower, 77, fighting anew against 
a major heart attack—and ap­ 
parently holding his own so far 
—today passed at least the half­ 
way mark in the three-to-four 
days doctors consider the most 
critical. 
The 
five-star 
general 
was 
stricken around 9 p.m. EDT Sat­ 
urday at 
Walter Reed Army 
Hospital with what his doctors 
termed “another major heart 
attack”—the latest of five car­ 
diac assaults, both major and 


minor, he has suffered since 
September 1955. 


And it occurred while he was 
walking about in his ward, ap­ 
parently on the road to com­ 
plete recovery from a “mild” 
heart attack he suffered less 
than two months ago while va­ 
cationing in California. 


The latest word on his condi­ 
tion came around IO a.m. EDT 
Monday when his doctors said 
in answer to a series of written 
questions submitted by The As­ 
sociated Press that: 


‘The early period following 
any heart attack is the most : 
critical. The general’s response , 
so far has been favorable.” 


In a formal medical bulletin 
issued just prior to the release 
of answers to the AP’s queries, 
i the doctors said Eisenhower had 
remained “comfortable during 
the past 24 hours” and that 
“there has been no further re­ 
currence of pain since the initial I 
episode the night of June 15. No 
signs of heart failure have ap­ 
peared.”

doctors did not immediately de­ 
fine the duration of the early pe­ 
riod they said is “most critical” 
following any heart attack, doc­ 
tors at March Air Force Base, 
Calif., where Eisenhower initial­ 
ly was treated for his April 29 
attack, said at that time: 
“The most critical period for 
any patient with a heart attack 
is during the first three to four 
days. The danger progressively 
diminishes 
during

quent weeks, through the period 
of convalescence.”

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Alger Delta Day

The Alger Delta Cooperative Electric Association 
will hold its annual meeting tomorrow at Gladstone and 
• mark 33 years of achievement which have changed the 
way of living in the huge area which the utility serves 
in the mid-Upper Peninsula. Its service was started in 
the Rapid River-Trenary-Roek-Perkins area in 1935 and 
it has been extended since then into Menominee County, 
t to Big Bay, to the Isabella-Nahma area, to Grand Marais. 
From a relatively few miles of lines in a humble be­ 
ginning it has grown to a power grid with 1,056 miles 
. of electric line and 4,355 customers. 
Its electricity is purchased from Upper Peninsula 
Power Co. and other investor-owned utilities which gen­ 
erate it. 
* 
* 
♦ 
What Alger-Delta has done for its service area is 
almost incalculable. Most of the men who incorporated 
the cooperative and borrowed money from the Rurai 
Electric Administration are still with us and still active 
jn the utility, but even to them it must seem a long time 
jago that they first met to discuss how they could get 
*ihe great benefits of electric service which were being 
enjoyed by their city cousins. 
There were some basic impediments to extension 
of the city utilities’ lines into the country to give rural 
people electric lights and power. In the first place in- 
vestor-owmed utilities are highly regulated by govern­ 
ment to assure that their investors and their customers 
are treated fairly. And also, of course, to assure that 
the public is treated fairly. 
The government regulatory agency doesn’t permit 
the public utility to earn more than a fair profit on its 
investment, nor to charge the customer more than a 
fair rate for service. Not so familiar to the public, per­ 
haps, is the prohibition against making one set of cus­ 
tomers pay for service rendered to another set. 
* 
* 
* 
This was the basic hang-up in rural electrification. 
Electric utilities had developed in the cities wThere the 
population was high density. Cities also offered commer­ 
cial and industrial customers for power. 
After a feeble start the city electric utilities be­ 
came profitable. Some of their early profits came from 
electric trolley lines which carried people to work week­ 
days and to the city park, the cemetery or the bow ling 
alley at the end of the trolley line for recreation on 
Sunday. 
♦

* 
Power is the force, in addition to muscle, that de­ 
termines the state of industrial civilization. The more 
power, the more advanced industrial society is. The un­ 
developed nations are not only lacking in education; 
they’re also lacking in power. American farmers and 
rural dwellers of other kinds sought this magic force 
in the 1930s to assist them as it had assisted the cities. 
Investor-owned utilities gave assistance to the process 
where they could, but the need was massive and Con­ 
gress moved to solve it nationally with the creation of 
the Rural Electrification Administration. 
It loans money to rural electric cooperatives at less 
than commercial loan rates (2.5 per cent) and they use 
it to provide electric service to areas of low* population 
density. This transforms living in such areas. (We had 
a late demonstration of this magic in the Lights For 
Christmas project at the Hannahville Indian Reservation 
a year ago.) 
* 
* 
* 
Our rural people on the REA lines achieved more 
than a switch from kerosene lamps to electric lights 
with rural electrification, however. It transformed liv­ 
ing with the introduction of modem power and it made 
possible the attracting of some business enterprises to 
rural areas which wouldn’t have considered such sites 
if they were not served by an electric line. 
The pioneering stage in rural electrification is over. 
Most of the persons who want to snap a switch instead 
of striking a match now have electric service, or can 
get it for the asking. REA has grown into a colossus 
which projects continued growth and improvement of 
rural electrification. 
There should be examination of such programming, 
but meanwhile it is a pleasure to commend for their 
great public services Wynand Nieuwenkamp and his 
colleagues of Alger Delta, the pioneer directors of the 
utility who brought light and electric power to our area 
and ended the rural segregation which lack of power 
had imposed upon the outland.

A tire maker and a precision instrument manufac­ 
turer in West Germany carried out an interesting ex­ 
periment recently. 
They took two identical cars, reports the Ontario 
Department of Transport, and fitted them with instru­ 
ments which registered every driving detail during a 
trip of almost 1,000 miles from Hamburg to Rimini on 
the Italian coast. More than half the distance was over 
expressway-type routes. 
One driver was told to make the best time he could, 
to pass when it was safe and to take bends at the maxi­ 
mum possible speed. The second driver was told to take 
it easy, to avoid any risk and to move as the traffic flow’ 
permitted. 
Result; After almost 1,000 miles, the speed demon 
finished only 31 minutes ahead of the relaxed driver. 
Taking every advantage, he averaged less than 50 m.p.h. 
He was behind the wheel 20 hours and 12 minutes and 
used his brakes 1.339 times, including four emergency 
stops. He passed 2,004 other cars and was passed by only 
13. 
Tile slow driver braked 652 times (with no emergen­ 
cy stops), passed 645 times and was passed 142 times. 
His driving time was 20 hours, 43 minutes. 
Experienced drivel's from West Germany’s biggest 
motoring club were skeptical and tried a test of their 
own — an 800-mile run from Cologne to the Brenner 
Pass.

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Open Housing 
Has Loopholes 


LANSING (AP>— Michigan’s 
Fair Housing Act, hailed as one 
of the great pieces of social leg­ 
islation when signed tato law 
by Gov. George Romney last 
week, does not prevent an In­ 
dividual homeowner from dis­ 
criminating in the sale of his 
property. 


Although tiie act locbkte dis­ 
crimination in sale or rental of 
housing because of race, reli­ 
gion or national origin, an in- 
divMual Mio does not adveftise 
or publicly list his dwelling lor 
sale is exempted ftom the law. 


The provision apphes only to 
owners of builklings containing 
accommodationB lor one or two 
lamilies. 


Persons who rent rooms in 
their homes also are exempted 
if at least one member of the 
lamily lives in tiie single-unit 
dwelMng. 


Owners of duplexes also can 
stipulate wlio shall live in the 
same butkiing with them and 
owners or lessors of homes who 
will temporarily 
vacate 
the 
premises 
for 
less 
than 
12 
months are exempted from the 
law. 


Presiunably, persons wiio list 
tiieir house for sale with a real 
estate agent or advertise with 
a sign placed in the front yard 
would have to comply with the 
provisions of the law. 


Penalities provide that per> 
sons found guilty of discrimina­ 
tion may be fined up to 81,000 
lor a first violation, ordered to 
pay up to 8500 damages and de­ 
sist finnn conducting an unfair 
bousing practice. 


Second violators can be fined 
up to 82,000. 


Fines would be imposed by 
circuit courts in counties where 
an allied violation occurred. 


The couit action can be ini­ 
tiated by a human rights com­ 
mission or tiie attorney gener­ 
al’s office. 


The Fair Housing Act be­ 
comes effective 90 days after 
the Legislature adjourns.

14—Twenty three Seventh-day 
Adventist ministers and youth 
leaders have gathered here to 
conduct 
a 
special 
10-day 
course for 150 draft age con­ 
scientious objectors of 
the 
church. 
The 
training 
which 
ends 
Sunday, June 16, is being given 
al Camp Desmond T. Doss, on 
the edge of this little town IO 
miles west of Lansing. Among 
those in attendance are Larry 
L. DeGrave, Box 63, Route I, 
Wilson, along with four other 
Lower Michigan men. 
Instead 
of 
teaching 
the 
young men from 33 states how 
to avoid the draft, they 
are 
subjecting them to an intensi­ 
fied Army approved military 
training to enable them to be­ 
come conscientious “coopera­ 
tors.” 
Col. Clark Smith, MCC, of 
the church’s international head­ 
quarters at Washington, D. C., 
the director of the camp, ex­ 
plained 
that 
Adventists are 
almost 
unanimously 
opposed 
to serving in combat activities 
but with few exceptions 
are 
willing to serve in the medical 
corps. “We believe in serving 
our government,” Smith 
ex­ 
plained, “But ask only that we 
are not required to kill.” 
The Adventist 
Church 
has 
been providing Army approv­ 
ed pre-induction training pro- 
grams for their 
draft 
age 
youth since 1934. Lately 
the 
demand for the training 
has 
forced the church to conduct 
four such training camps 
in I 
various parts of the country in­ 
stead of one national camp at 
Grand Ledge as has been 
the 
practice. This year other camps 
have been held at Fort Lewis, 


Washington, 
and 
Ashland, 
Neb. In 
August 
the 
fourth 
camp will be held at Soquel, 
Calif. 
The training program 
con­ 
sists of a tough 100-hour course 
that puts the young men in a 
position to enter the Army to 
save life—not take it. 
The medical cadet is willing 
to pay his own transportation 
costs to the camp, a $35 train -1 
ing fee, the place of a class 
“A” uniform and the IO long, 
hot days of training. 
Even with this training, en­ 
tering the service with the I-

objector 
makes

subject to ridicule. This soon 
fades when a unit

combat. Many of the drafted 
Adventists will

the wounded without regard to 
their own safety. 
Casualties 
are high for combat

LANSING (AP)— Michigan’s 
Fair Housing Act, hailed as one 
of the great pieces of social leg­ 
islation when signed into law 
by Gov. George Romney last 
week, does not prevent an in- 
{dividual homeowner from dis­ 
criminating in the sale of his 
property. 
A though the act forbids dis­ 
crimination in sale or rental of 
housing because of race, reli­ 
gion or national origin, an in­ 
dividual who does not advertise 
or publicly list his dwelling for 
sale is exempted from the law. 
The provision applies only to 
owners of buildings containing 
accommodations for one ar two 
families. 
Persons who rent rooms in 
their homes also are exempted 
if at least one member of the 
family lives in the single-unit 
I dwelling. 
Owners of duplexes also can 
stipulate who shall live in the 
same building with them and 
owners or lessors of homes who 
will! temporarily 
vacate 
the 
' premises 
for 
less 
than 
12 
months are exempted from the 
law. 
Presumably, persons who list 
their house for sale with a real 
I estate agent or advertise with 
a sign placed in the front yard 
would have to comply with the 
provisions of the law 
Penalties provide that per­ 
sons found guilty of discrimina­ 
tion may be fined up to $1,000 
for a first violation, ordered to 
pay up to $500 damages and de­ 
sist from conducting an unfair 
housing practice. 
Second violators can be fined 
up to $2,000. 
Fines would be imposed by 
circuit courts in counties where 
an alleged violation occurred. 
The court action can be ini­ 
tiated by a human rights com­ 
mission or the attorney gener­ 
al’s office. 
The Fair Housing Act be­ 
comes effective 90 days after 
the Legislature adjourns.

schools, including history, 
literature, the arts and scienc­ 
es. The schools have an enroll­ 
ment of nearly 270,000 students. 
The committee 
also said it 
plans to conduct 
in - service 
training programs for all Cath­ 
olic school principals and teach­ 
ers to give them a better un­ 
derstanding 
of the

facing Inner City children. 


CALGARY, Alta. <APi — For 
the first time in years the Liber­ 
al party seems to be gaining 
support 
in 
western 
Canada. 
That may be good news for 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau in next Tuesday’s na­ 
tional election. 
Some political experts are pre­ 
dicting that Trudeau’s Liberals 
can double the IO parliamentary 
seats they now' hold in the prair­ 
ie provinces and British Colum­ 
bia. This could make the differ­ 
ence in party efforts to attain a 
clear majority in the 264-mem­ 
ber House of Commons and end 
the minority rule which has 
hampered 
both 
Conservatives 
and 
Liberal 
administrations 
since 1962. 
The outlook is good. Deservers 
say, for the Liberals to pick up 
three of the 13 seats Saskatche­ 
wan will have under a redistri­ 
bution of seats. They had none 
of 17 Saskatchewan seats in the 
last Parliament. 
Their biggest gains in the 
west, however, are expected in 
Alberta where they are running 
strong in five or six districts. 
Their only Alberta seat in the 
last Parliament was held by a 
man who had been elected in 
1965 as a member of the Social 
Credit party, but switched to the 
Liberals. 
They are not expected to gain 
any in Manitoba and probably 
will lose the one they won in 
1965. In British Columbia, they, 
are encouraged by the turnouts I 
drawn by Trudeau during his 
campaign swing and they hope 
to pick up two or three in addi­ 
tion to holding the seven they 
won rn 1965. 
The voting shifts in the west 
are attributed to several factors: 
—The redrawing of district 
lines which gave more weight to j 
urban areas where the Liberals 
are stronger. 


—General piosperity in the 
west. 
—The persona] popularity of 
Trudeau and his stand against 
giving French-speaking Quebec 
a special status. 
—The collapse of the Social 
Credit party as a national party. 
Alberta, birthplace of the party, 
has fielded Social Credit candi­ 
dates in only three districts and 
they are all in trouble. The So­ 
cial Credit party aLso is expect­ 
ed to draw a blank in British 
Columbia. 
The 
Conservatives 
are expected to benefit most 
from this shift.

fense procurement was pictured 
Monday as concentrated among 
few 
firms, 
with small firms 
getting a thin 
slice, 
and with 
profits higher than in other gov­ 
ernment and 
private transac­ 
tions. 
It led Sen. Philip 
Hart, D- 
Mich., chairman of a 
Senate 
monopoly subcommittee looking 
Into defense 
procurement, 
to 
comment that more competi­ 
tion could save up to $5 billion 
a year. Also, he said, it would 
“allay the fear that many hold 
of the so-called military-indus­ 
trial com plex” 
The picture of a 
substantial 
degree of concentration of de­ 
fense 
contracts 
among 
few 
firms was drawn by Murray 
Weidenbaum, professor of eco-1 
nomics at Washington 
Univer­ 
sity, St. Louis, Mo. 
He said 
IOO companies re­ 
ceived two-thirds of 
the mili­ 
ta ry contracts awarded in the 
1966-67 fiscal year. He said 21 
of the top 26 in 1966 were also 
in the top 25 in 1967. He did not 
identify the firms. 
As for profits, Weidenbaum 
said the 1962-65 average profit 
return for 
a sampling of de­ 
fense companies 
was 17.5 per 
cent compared to 10.6 
for 
a 
sampling of nondefense firms. 
Weidenbaum listed six cate­ 
gories in which four or fewer 
firms hold 
more than 97 per 
cent of all defense contracts. 
They included surveillance and 
detection satellites, nuclear sub­ 
marines, space boosters, fight­ 
er aircraft, attack aircraft and 
missile internal - guidance sys­ 
tems.

At least 917 persons have died 
in highway accidents this year, 
compared with 787 for the same 
period last year. 
Hare noted that only 329.823 
traffic violation convictions had 
been recorded during the first 
four months of this year. Dur­ 
ing the first four months of 
1967, Hare said, a total of 347,- 
927 convictions were reported. 
"It’s hoped that, with this 
rising death rate on our high­ 
ways, the level of enforcement 
will begin to rise to a normal 
level again,” Hare said.
